Louisville Herald- It's a far cry 
from Danville, Ky., to Compiegne, 
France. It seems almoat ludicrous to 
mention them in the same breath. Yet 
Dr. Alex Carrell. magician of the 
surgeon's knife, now in the military 
hospital of the latter place, must have 
thought often during his trying ex- 
periences of a certain backwoods phy- 
sician who lived long before the days 
when Nobel prizes were awarded for 
great achievement* in science. 

In his modern field laboratory, Dr. 
I Carrell has just discovered in hypo- 
chlorite of lime what he believes is the 
ideal antiseptic. More than a hun- 
dred vears before, Dr. Ephroim Mc- 
Dowell, ig-iorent of germ life or ger- 
micides, performed the lirst abdominal 
operation M the I'nited State*. Car- 
rell ■* far from the battle Igie while 
he labors for humanity. McDowell, in 
his weathcr-lwarded house in Dan- 
ville, knew that outside his door were 
men with flintlocks who would kill him 
if his labors were unsuccessful. 

Ye*, if* a far cry from Danville to 
fompiegne. But between the two lie* 
all the hi*tory of modern surgery. 

It was in lS'iti that McDowell braved 
the threats of a mob to perform an 
act of humanity. Half a century later 
Pasteur dis.su. ied that all about u* 
are micro-organism's, bacteriu, germs, 
or what y.ai please to call them, the 
function of MOT of which ia to spread 
diseaae and surfering*. When this the- 
ory was nuuciated. Ixird Liater. in 
England, began an investigation of 
germ life in connection with surgery 
He knew that in the treatment of 
wounds the greatesl difficulty was to 
arrest infection. The cause of infe- 
tion is bacteria. U declared. Fight 
poi.oi,« with poisons, wa» hia conclu- 
*ion, and from hi* discoveries Lister 
stands recogni/.i ■, i today a* the father 
of surgery. 

From this point the advancement 
has been by lebpa and bounds. From 
the contribution of Oliver Wendell 
Holme* to those of Mayo, Murphav and 
the antiseptic has he. n of tirst 
important. Anaesthetic* and anti- 
septics have made possible thi- prog- 

I ess. 

Think, then, of Epliiann McDowell 
with only hia faith in the benchcence 
of Nature to guide nun. know ing the 
many danger, from infection, but 
truatinj in Ood for success Hi* name 
kept alive in the past by a Kentucky 
etv. ia today almoat for- 
II, s home, which should be a 
ia falling into ruins. America's 
in modern surgery, a Kentuck- 
tan. and Kentuckian* are obliviou. to 
hi* tan,.- . 

It'* a far cry from Danville to Com- 
piegue. But for hsruism, for genius, 
for abiding tailh in Ood, for that self- 
reliance that make men great the 
palm should be given to the back- 
woodsman of Kentucky.
